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In April, 1961, GEORGE ZR, |former Army 
Major, established an anti-CASTRO. o ganization known. 
as the Anti-Communist Legionnaires. This organization 
consisted of about. twenty American adventurers and 
soldiers of fortune. 
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In May, 1961, HEMMING took over the organization 
and established a military training camp in the Florida 
Everglades, about 40 miles west of Miami. He recruited 
about 17 Americans from Houston, Denver and Chicago, with 
reckless promises of high pay and adventure. ! 





In June, 1961, HEMMING held a parachute demon- 
stration at Fort Lauderdale, Florida, and received con- 
. siderable press publicity. As a result a large number 
of adventurers came to Miami to join him and his group, 
many of these persons were later arrested for vagrancy, . 
bad checks, breakingvand entering, and thefts. Most of \ 
them have since left Miami 01, 
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On. December 4, 1963, HEMMING and twelve of his men 
were arrested by United States Customs, for attempting to 
illegally export arms, and going on a military expedition. 
Later the U.S. District Court Judge, Miami, Florida, 
dismissed the.case because the U.S.s. Department of 
Justice failed to go ahead with the prosecution. 


| In February: 1963, HEMMING collaborated with 
Miami Attorney CHARLES ASHMANN, and furnished false in- 
formation to the press and the British government con- 
cerning the capture of eight Cubans on February 20, 1963 
by the Cuban government.
